Crisis Grows 


75 Jet Planes Will 
. Bolster American Air 
Power In Germany 


BERLIN, Wednesday , J uly 21 (/P) 
—Gen. Lucius D. Clay , American 
commander in Germany , flew to 
W’ashington last night in an *Army 
plane. He will report on the grow­ 
ing Berlin crisis. 
Clay took off from ^ ankfurt. 
accompanied by his political ad­ 
viser, Robert Murphy , and will out-

The American moves followed a 
surprise R u s s i an announcement 
that they were prepared to supply 
all of Berlin with food.

"propaeanda” by Allied spokesmen 
who tended to discount it in view 
of the fact that it would defeat the 
apparent purpose of the Russian 
blockade of Berlin. 
United States spokesmen in Eng­ 
land said the 75 “ Shcx iting Stars 
jets, comprising a full group of 
fighters, would arrive in Scotland 
August 4 on the aircraft carrier 
Sicily , and would be flown to Ger­ 
many —but not to Berlin. 
J ets May Be Used As Escorts 
Another 16 fighters of the same 
ty pe are en route to Germany in 
the first east-bound jet crossing of 
the Atlantic. In addition, 60 giant 
B-29 Superfortresses have arrived

The Russian promise to supply 
food to Western Berliners was not 
put into practice today .

grain to be shipped from the Soviet 
Union.

PITTSBURGH, J uly 20 (/P) — The 
United

charged some of the nation’s largest 
manufacturers in the billion dollar 
paint industry with conspiracy to 
fix prices of paints and wood fin­ 
ishes. 
Indictments handed down in Fed­ 
eral District Court here named 14 
compaflies which make nearly half 
the nation’s paints, varnishes, ena­ 
mels and lacquers, and 20 officials 
of these firms. 
Attorney General Tom Clark said 
at W ashington the cases were in­ 
stituted as part of the anti-trust 
program aimed at “ illegal conspira­ 
cies” in the housing field. 
He ex plained that the indictments 
claimed the defendants eliminated 
price competition by agreeing to fix 
and stabilize prices with the effect 
of 
“ unreasonably increasing” the 
prices of the commodities.

Foregoing High-Priced 
Meats Smart Consumer Move 
All ov er the cou ntry , according to press reports, 
liv ing costs are rising with su mmer temperatu res, and 
Cu mberland ard adjacent areas are no ex ceptions. 
In a single month meat prices hav e risen from lou r 
to 14 centra pou nd, while here, according to a su rv ey 
made by The Cu mberland News, the rise has been 10 
to 16 per cent in the past week. 
It has resu lted in a 
bu y ers’ strike and as a resu lt, consu mers’ demand 
has decreased between 30 and 40 per cent, according 
to observ ers. 
It is one of the su rest means of bring­ 
ing prices down, and the hou sewife will be smart to 
continu e refu sing to bu y at prices now asked. 
The rise In liv ing costs has not been confined to 
meats. 
Bu tter prices hav e risen from three to six 
cents a pou nd, and milk a cent a q u art in many places. 
Moreov er, prices will not decline with tempera­ 
tu res when the season changes, according to some 
predictions. 
Still more sensational increases in food 
prices, especially meat, are coming when the record 
prices packers are pay ing for beef-on-the-hoof are 
reflected in the letail shops. 
Ail this is really no news to consu mers who know 
what meat costs now and hav e been told by gov ern­ 
m ent ex perts that the worst is still ahead. 
Bu t it 
pu ts a sharper point on the q u estion ev ery hou sewife 
is anx iou sly asking: 
Will liv ing costs keep on rising 
or is there hope that they will ev entu ally pau se and 
tu rn downward? 
As far as food prices are concerned, the answer 
is that in time they will lev el off. 
With a bu mper 
corn crop on the way , they cannot continu e spiraling 
forev er. 
As for prices of non-agricu ltu ral produ cts, 
the ou tlook is that they will mov e higher becau se of 
the third rou nd of wage increases. 
Bu t here, too, 
the law of su rply and demand will check the trend 
sooner or later. 
The Marshall Plan and rearmament will keep 
demand for many commodities and du rable goods 
items strong.

To Shock American Taxpayer 
Few members of Congress hav e kept harping on 
one particu lar theme more than Senator Harry By rd 
of Virginia 
Ov er the y ears his campaign to cu t down 
wastes in the Federal Gov ernment has become almost 
a tradition. 
In particu lar has he harped on the high 
nu mber of Federal employ es. 
And where has he got? 
The latest su mmary of 
civ ilian employ ment in the ex ecu tiv e branch of the 
Federal Gov ernment released by the Joint Committee 
on Redu ction of Nonessential Federal Ex penditu res, is 
most discou raging. 
Instead of showing improv ement 
it showrs: 
First. As of Ju ne 19 , 19 48, civ ilian personnel in 
the ex ecu tiv e branch nu mbered somewhere in ex cess 
of 2,050,000. 
Second. This nu mber is more than twice the 
World War I peak. 
Third. It is more than three and one-half times 
the lev el at the end of the last prev iou s Repu blican 
Congress and Administration. 
Fou rth. It is more than twice the prewar emer­ 
gency peak of 19 39 . 
Fifth. In the civ ilian establishments, depart­ 
ments and agencies, ex clu siv e of the military estab­ 
lishment, civ ilian employ ment totals nearly 80,000 
more than the World War II peak. 
# 
Six th. The military establishment in April was 
employ ing nearly three times as many civ ilians per 
man in u niform as it employ ed at the World War II 
peak. 
In other words, despite the efforts of Senator 
By rd and other economy -minded members of Congress, 
and despite the professed aims of the Tru man Ad­ 
ministration, gov ernment pay rolls are going u p instead 
of down. 
Congress, itself, is partly to blame, for 
appropriation figu res show that redu ctions in personal- 
serv ice fu nds were not large. 
Bu t the real blame 
belongs on the Administration which made a pretense 
at cu tting pay rolls bu t actu ally shifted personnel from 
a liq u idated agency to new' offices.

o i this y ear, Senator By rd’s figu res show, the nu mber 
of employ es in the ex ecu tiv e branch has been in­ 
creasing at the rate of sev eral hu ndred a day , reach­ 
ing 6 50 a day in April.

New VA Service Looks 
Formidable On Its Face 
On the face of it, the new appraisal serv ice 
annou nced by the Veterans’ Administration looks for­ 
midable. 
The v eteran who u ndertakes to bu y a hou se 
with a VA-gu aranteed loan can ex pect to hear from 
the VA by letter informing him of “stru ctu ral con­ 
ditions inclu ding any defects.” 
The appraiser may ev en state that in his opinion 
the hou se is not worth as mu ch as the price being 
asked. 
A copy of the letter wou ld go to the bank 
or other lending institu tion. 
Inspection is to be made of hou ses already bu ilt 
or u nder constru ction. 
The v eteran is adv ised to 
make his own inspection, too, before signing the 
agreement. 
There can be little dou bt this new serv ice was 
inspired bv the scandals ov er shoddy constru ction of 
hou ses in v ariou s parts of the cou ntry . 
Appraisal ot 
hou ses in ordinary dealing is the responsibility only 
of the lender and of the bu y er before they come to 
teim s. 
Bu t not all lenders, apparently , hav e been 
accu rate in their appraisals. 
Not all ex -GI bu y ers 
hav e known ju st what they were bargaining for. • 
If the VA appraiser is capable, honest and fear­ 
less, he m ay be of reai help both to the v eteran and 
to the lending Institu tion. 
Tf the appraiser ha s any 
aoft spots in his character, howev er the y w ou ld become 
aofter in the pe rform a nc e of this d u ty . 
D ou btless 
tin* VA realizes this d a ng e r a nd will u se the g re a te s t 
eaie in selec ting its appraisers. 
W he the r a ppra ise rs will be p e rm a n e nt em ploy ees 
added to the federal pay roll or part-time employ ees, 
Is n ot rev ealed .

Can y ou im agine the difficu lty 
the K rem lin wou ld hav e in ex plain­ 
ing away these balloons! 
D u ring the war, the Japanese took 
adv antage of the w eather cu rrents 
to float balloons all the way across 
the Pacific Ocean carry ing ex plo­ 
siv es. They were balloons of death. 
We can rev erse the process w ith 
ballons of friendship. 
Fu rtherm ore, we can rev erse the 
process w ith no ex pense to the gov ­ 
ernm ent.

m ost as preciou s as gold in Ru ssia. 
In addition the S chu tter Candy 
Com pany of Chicago has v olu nteer­ 
ed a million candy bars, while the 
U. S. Time Corporation (Ingersoll) 
lias said it wou ld contribu te a nu m ­ 
ber of Mickey Mou se v v ristwatchea 
ov er which the Ru ssians go crazy . 
These are ju st a few of the peo­ 
ple who wou ld be glad to come for­ 
w ard and help their cou ntry prev ent 
war. It's not new for people to help 
their cou ntry win a war. bu t I find 
tha t a lot of people also are only 


too anx iou s to 
prev ent war. 


In o ther wo rds, these friend­

W ASHINGTON. Ju ly 20.—U ncer­ 
tainty — the enemy of stability — 
seems to hav e brou ght u neasiness 
in the bu siness and financial world. 
Calling of the ex tra session of Con­ 
gress by P resident T ru m an and ap­ 
prehension ov er the situ ation abroad 
are generally believ ed to hav e u n­ 
settled the financial m arkets. 
A nother factor has created u n­ 
certainty . It is the “third rou nd” 
of wage increases which in tu rn will 
bring higher prices. 
W hile there 
was m u ch talk earlier this y ear 
of a “third rou nd” of wage in­ 
creases, it was believ ed the wa^e 
line cou ld be held and tha t prices 
wou ld be stabilized, too. 
T he 
necessary 
lau nching 
of 
a 
large spending program in Eu rope 
was inflationary . The labor u nions 
hav e been q u ick to capitalize on the 
new" wav e of scarcity of m anpower 
as well as m aterials. 
Passage 
of the d raft 
law 
has 
tended to m aks m anpow er less plen­ 
tifu l. T his inev itably had its effect 
on wage negotiations. W here labor 
is scarce, there Is a tendency to 
av oid strikes at any cost. 
Repercussio n» To Be felt 
In 
calling Congress 
back 
into 
session—especially in the u nex pect­ 
ed way it m aterialized this tim e— 
the repercu ssions are bou nd to be 
felt throu ghou t the bu sienss world. 
Bu siness and indu stry had planned 
on a certain stability for the last 
six m onths of the y ear bu t the P res­ 
id ent’s action brings dou bt ov er new 
legislation tha t may be enacted by 
a special session. 
There is at the m om ent another 
disorganizing 
factor which, while 
not im m ediate in its effect, will 
hav e a long-range im pact. It is the 
change in the m ethod of pricing 
cem ent, steel and other produ cts 
which hitherto hav e been sold on 
a basis where the produ cer absorbs 
the freight charge. 
Mu ch u ncer­ 
tainty , moreov er, su rrou nds the fu ­ 
tu re of plant« 
located 
far 
away 
from basing point*. All (hi* added 
together makes for more worry and 
concern in bu siness operations. 
Underly ing all other factors, and 
perhaps the most im portant of all 
in its effect on financial m arkets, Ls 
the crisis with Ru ssia. The prospect 
of war no longer sends stocks u p­ 
ward as it u sed to m any decades 


ago. Today the idea of another w ar 
brings fright and apprehension and 
cau ses people to wonder w hat new 
regu lation of profits is coming to 
im pair earning power and div idends. 
Nobody , of cou rse, can tell w hat 
the Ru ssians may decide to do bu t 
it is apparent tha t the cou ntry is 
taking a far m ore seriou s v iew of 
the Ru ssian crisis than W ashington 
does. 
May be this 
ls becau se the 
gov ernm ent here, ou tw ardly a t least, 
wou ld like to im press the Ru ssians 
with 
the 
grav ity 
oi 
the 
Berlin 
blockade. Bu t the tru th is tha t u n­ 
less the Ru ssians are really bent on 
precipitating an ov ert act. war is lar 
away . T here are m any mov es tha t 
can and wou ld be m ade before any 
ou tbreak of hostilities cou ld occu r. 
F or one thing, m indfu l of the im ­ 
portance of the U nited Nations as 
an organization to prev ent war, the 
Am erican, B ritish and French gov ­ 
ernm ents are likely to pu t the case 
before the U.N. If Ru ssia u ses her 
procedu ral v eto there to stop action 
and block a settlem ent, it will not 
be merely a passible war for which 
Ru ssia wou ld be ex hibited as re ­ 
sponsible bu t also a breaku p of the 
whole 
international 
stru ctu re 
as 
ex emplified in the U.N. 
No t to Pro v o ke War, Is Belief 
The 
belief 
prev ails 
here 
tha t 
Ru ssia will not prov oke a war or 
allow the situ ation to get to the 
point where war cou ld conceiv ably 
happen. This belief is based on the 
knowledge that, in the last y ear 
or more. Ru ssia Ills had ev en more 
fu v orable opportu nities, from a m ili­ 
tary standpoint, to bring on a con­ 
flict than she has today . 
The 
u nderly ing 
desire 
of 
the 
Ru ssian gov ernm ent is to force the 
western powers in some way to add 
to R u ssia’s economic streng th—e ith­ 
er by more reparations or by a more 
fav orable reshu ffling of the conti­ 
nent’s resou rces than Ru ssia has 
been perm itted heretofore. So long 
as the game is to negotiate for more 
m aterial adv antages, it is considered 
u nlikely that Ru ssia wou ld risk not 
only internal disu nity bu t a disin­ 
tegration ot the whole B alkan situ ­ 
ation which wou ld follow natu rally 
if a w ar came. 
The odds are still on the side of 
peace.

Liv ingston replied tha t he wa* not 
su re, it was su ch a long time ago, 
bu t there was some resem blance. 
Mrs. E sther Letz. director cl Local 
6 5, and A rthu r Osman, president 
of the same local, as well as Liv ing­ 
ston, refu sed to answ er the q u estion 
on Com m u nist m em bership despite 
assu rance by the com m ittee tha t 
their rights wou ld be safegu arded 
fu lly . C hairm an K ersten annou nced • 
tha t the su bcom m ittee wou ld m eet 
afterw ards in ex ecu tiv e teas'oq to 
consider a recom m endation to cite 
the three for contem pt. 
In a last m inu te speech, O sm an 
shou ted to the m em bers of the C on­ 
gressional C om m ittee: “We will ru n 
people like y ou ou t of Congress.”

Meats Smart Consumer Move 
All over the country, according to press reports, 
living costs are rising with summer temperatures, and 
Cumberland ard adjacent areas are no exceptions. 
In a sing!? month meat prices have risen from lour 
to 14 centra pound, while here, according to a survey 
made by I he Cumberland News, the rise has been IO 
to It per cent In the past week. 
It has resulted in a 
buyers’ strike and as a result, consumers’ demand 
has decreased between 30 and 40 per ceht, according 
to observers. 
It is one of the surest means of bring­ 
ing prices down, and the housewife will be smart to 
continue refusing to buy at prices now asked. 
The rise in living costs has not been conlined to 
meats. 
Butter prices have risen from three to six 
cents a pound, and milk a cent a quart in many places. 
Moreover, prices will not decline with tempera­ 
tures when the season changes, according to some 
predictions. 
Still more sensational increases in iood 
prices, especiaUy meat, are coining when the record 
prices packers arc paying for beef-on-the-hoof are 
reflected in the letail shops. 
All this is really no news to consumers who know 
what meat costs now and have been told by govern­ 
ment experts that the worst is still ahead. 
But it 
puts a sharper point on the question every housewife 
is anxiously asking: Will living costs keep on rising 
or is there hope that they will eventually pause and 
turn downward? 
As far as food prices are concerned, the answer 
is that ic ume they will level off. 
With a bumper 
corn crop on the way, they cannot continue spiraling 
forever. 
As for prices of non-agricultural products, 
the outlook is that they will move higher because of 
the third round of wage increases. 
But here, too, 
the law of aurply and demand will check the trend 
sooner or later. 
The Marshall Plan and rearmament will keep 
demand for many commodities and durable goods 
items strong. 
But there are indications that a change 
is coming. 
For example, President Young of the 
National Retail Hardware Association has just said 
that “pipelines are filling up” in the hardware field. 
Others will fill up lf production can be maintain­ 
ed. 
But when, or at what level, depends on relief 
shipments to Europe and rearmament. 


A Few Government Figures 
To Shock American Taxpayer 
Few members of Congress have kept harping on 
one particular theme more than Senator Harry Byrd 
of Virginia 
Over the years his campaign to cut down 
wastes hi the Federal Government has become almost 
a tradition. 
In particular has he harped on the high 
number of Federal employes. 
And where has he got? The latest summary of 
civilian employment in the executive branch of the 
Federal Government released by the Joint Committee 
on Reduction cf Nonessential Federal Expenditures, is 
most discouraging. 
Instead of showing Improvement 
ll shows: 
First. As of June 19. 1948, civilian personnel in 
the executive branch numbered somewhere in excess 
of 2.050,000. 
Second. This number is more than twice the 
World War I peak. 
Third. It is more than three and one-half times 
the level at the end of the last previous Republican 
Congress m d Administration. 
Fourth. It Is more than twice the prewar emer­ 
gency peak of 1939. 
Fifth. In the civilian establishments, depart­ 
ments and agencies, exclusive of the military estab­ 
lishment, civilian employment totals nearly 80,000 
more than the World War II peak. 
# 
Sixth. The military establishment in April was 
employing nearly three times as many civilians per 
man in uniform as it employed at the World War II 
peak. 
In other words, despite the efforts of Senator 
Byrd and other economy-minded members of Congress, 
and despite the professed aims of the Truman Ad­ 
ministration, government payrolls are going up instead 
of down. 
Congress, itself, is partly to blame, for 
appropriation figures show that reductions in personal- 
aervice funds were not large. 
But the real blame 
belongs on the Administration which made a pretense 
at cutting payrolls but actually shifted personnel from 
a liquidated agency to new’ offices. 
Since January 
of this year. Senator Byrd’s figures show, the number 
of employes in the executive branch has been in­ 
creasing at the rate of several hundred a day, reach­ 
ing 650 a day ic April. 
It was the President who rapped the tax reduction 
bin as endangering the financial stability of the Gov­ 
ernment and threatening a deficit. 
He apparently 
was thinking more of fattening the Government pay­ 
roll than of the taxpayers who foot the bill.

cope with the situation. Once the 
invasion is complete, bacteria trav­ 
el to all pans of the body. In some 
organs particularly the lungs, heart 
valves, liver, and brain they con­ 
gregate into nests, form abscesses, 
and multiply. Before long the sys­ 
tem is so saturated that all hope 
of cure diminishes. 
Septicemia is most likely to occur 
when the individual is in a poor 
state of health but the virulence of 
the germs is also important because 
the body is able to resist some 
strains better than others.

streptococcus is one of the most 
frequent offenders. Next comes the 
staphylococcus, pneumococcus, ty­ 
phoid bacillus, and influenza organ­ 
ism. No age is exempt. Now* and 
then blood poisoning is a terminal 
affair; the patient has been ill for 
weeks or months and when infec­ 
tion supervenes, he has little resis­ 
tance left to fight the newcomer.

Practically 
all 
victims 
develop 
fever. In most instances, it is high 
and associated with rapid pulse. 
Chills are also common. As a rule, 
t h i s symptom 
announces 
blood 
stream invasion and may be due to 
the fact that a shower of bacteria 
suddenly breaks into the vessels and 
is distributed throughout the body. 
The individual shakes violently and 
the teeth chatter. 
The sensation 
of cold is difficult to control even 
with blankets and hot water bottles 
galore. 
Appetite wanes and youngsters 
are likely to exhibit nausea and 
vomiting. 
The patient is usually 
depressed, listless, and uninterest­ 
ed In his surroundings; others are 
alert, restless, and exceedingly ap­ 
prehensive. 
Both 
extremes 
may 
exist depending upon the height of 
Ute temperature. Sweating is pro­ 
fuse and. because of the toxic effect, 
anemia and pallor ensue. Whenever 
abscesses develop, pain is likely to 
be acute. 
It is rn this condition th at the 
antibiotics have had their most 
dramatic effect. By administering 
large amounts of penicillin or strep­ 
tomycin, many sufferers have been 
snatched from death. In addition, 
blood transfusions are administered 
to increase resistance and check 
anemia.

It may be that I am a terrible 
bore on the subject, but I am con­ 
vinced that we must go over the 
Kremlin's 
head 
to 
the 
Russian 
people in order to convince them 
that the United States—contrary to 
Moscow 
propaganda—is composed 
of people who 
do not want war, 
even though they will fight if push­ 
ed far enough. 
As long as the Russian govern­ 
ment has no Senate, no Congress, 
and, most im portant of all, no pub­ 
lic opinion to hold the check-rein on 
the Kremlin, our only coninion-sen.se 
policy is to get to the Russian peo­ 
ple ourselves with the truth. 
When the Moscow radio tells the 
Russian people that ail the great 
buildings and bridges in the U. S. A. 
were designed by Russians we can 
laugh it off. But when the Moscow 
radio describes us as warmongers 
threatening to invade Russia, then 
its an obvious build-up for a war 
which 
tile Russian people d o n t 
want, but which the 14 men in the 
Kremlin have to Justify. 
During the war we spent millions 
of dollars dropping leaflets, cakes 
of soap, packages of tea over other 
nations in order to convince them 
that we were friendly to them as 
people (though not to their dic­ 
tators). This 
expense 
was 
fully 
just ll led on the ground thut it 
shortened the war and saved lives. 
How much more important, and 
how many more lives could be sav­ 
ed by preventing war in the first 
place by going over the heads of 
the Kremlin and getting to the 
Russian people. 
The State Department, ot course, 
is trying to do this in a routine sort 
of way through its voice of Amer­ 
ica. However, radio sets are few 
in Russian and probably only a 
fraction of the people ever hear our 
propaganda. 
So here is my suggestion. 
The 60 giant B-29s you have 
sent to Europe will have their ef­ 
fect on the Kremlin, bet's also make 
them felt by the Russian people—in 
an entirely different way—by hav­ 
ing them drop messages of friend­ 
ship. 
Actually the planes will not fly 
over Russia, so Hie messages couldn't 
be dropped direct. But they will 
fly a few miles from the border over 
Germany, and the wind currents 
are such that small balloons released 
from the B-29s would float over 
Russia.

During the war, the Japanese took 
advantage of the weather currents 
to float balloons all the way across 
the Pacific Ocean carrying explo­ 
sives. They were balloons of death. 
We can reverse the process with 
ballons of friendship. 
Furthermore, we can rever.se the 
process with no expense to the gov­ 
ernment. F. W Danner of Akron, 
Ohio, lias patriotically offered to

charge. In addition, Pcjrcy Smith of 
42 Products Ltd., Los Angeles, has 
written me that his company would 
be glad to supply bars of soap im­ 
printed with a message.

Belief Prevails Russia Will 


Not Incite War; Odds On Peace 


By DWID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—Uncer­ 
tainly — the enemy of stability — 
seems to have brought uneasiness 
in the business and financial world. 
Calling of the extra session of Con­ 
gress by President Trum an and ap­ 
prehension over the situation abroad 
are generally believed to have un­ 
settled the financial markets. 
Another factor has created un­ 
certainty. It is the “third round ’ 
of wage increases which in turn will 
bring higher prices. 
While there 
was much talk earlier this year 
of a “third round” of wage in­ 
creases, it was believed the wa^e 
line could be held and th at prices 
would be stabilized, too. 
The necessary launching 
of a 
large spending program in Europe 
was inflationary. The labor unions 
have been quick to capitalize on the 
new wave of scarcity of manpower 
as well as materials. 
Passage of the draft 
law 
has 
tended to maks manpower less plen­ 
tiful. This inevitably had its effect 
on wage negotiations. Where labor 
is scarce, there Is a tendency to 
avoid strikes at any cost. 
Repercussions To Be f elt 
In calling Congress back 
into 
session—especially in the unexpect­ 
ed way it materialized this time— 
the repercussions are bound to be 
felt throughout the busienss world. 
Business and industry had planned 
on a certain stability for the last 
six months of the year but the Pres­ 
ident's action brings doubt over new 
legislation that may be enacted by 
a special session. 
There la at the moment another 
disorganizing factor which, while 
not immediate in its effect, will 
have a long-range impact It is the 
change in the method of pricing 
cement, steel and other products 
which hitherto have been sold on 
a basis where the producer absorbs 
the freight charge. 
Much uncer­ 
tainty. moreover, surrounds the fu­ 
ture of plants located far away 
from basing point!. AII thla added 
iogetliei m a k es for more worry and 
concern in business ulcerations. 
Underlying all other factors, and 
perhaps the most important of nil 
in its effect on financial markets, is 
the crisis with Russia. The prospect 
of war no longer sends stocks up­ 
ward as it used to many decades 


ago. Today the idea of another war 
brings fright and apprehension and 
causes people to wonder what new 
regulation of profits is coming to 
impair earning power and dividends. 
Nobody, of course, can tell what 
the Russians may decide to do but 
it is apparent that the country is 
taking a far more serious view of 
the Russian crisis than Washington 
does. 
Maybe this is because the 
government here, outwardly a t least, 
would like to impress the Russians 
with 
the gravity 
ot 
the 
Berlin 
blockade. But the truth is that un­ 
less the Russians are really bent on 
precipitating an overt act. war is tar 
away. There are many moves th at 
can and would be made before any 
outbreak of hostilities could occur. 
For one thing, mindful of Ute im­ 
portance of the United Nations as 
an organization to prevent war, the 
American, British and French gov­ 
ernments are likely to put the case 
before the U.N. If Russia uses her 
procedural veto there to stop action 
and block a settlement, it will not 
be merely a possible war for which 
Russia would be exhibited as re­ 
sponsible but also a breakup of the 
whole 
international 
structure 
as 
exemplified in the U.N. 
Nut to Provoke War, Is Belief 
The 
belief 
prevails 
here 
that 
Russia will not provoke a war or 
allow the situation to get to the 
point where war could conceivably 
happen. Tills belief is based on the 
knowledge that, in the last year 
or more. Russia has had even more 
favorable opportunities, from a mili­ 
tary standpoint, to bring on a con­ 
flict than she has today. 
The 
underlying 
desire 
of 
the 
Russian government is to torce the 
western powers in some way to add 
to Russia’s economic strength—eith­ 
er by more reparations or by a more 
favorable reshuffling of the conti­ 
nent's resources than Russia has 
been permitted heretofore. So long 
as the game is to negotiate for more 
mate!int advantages, it U considered 
unlikely that Hic la would risk not 
only Internal disunity but a disin­ 
tegration ct the whole Balkan situ­ 
ation which would follow naturally 
lf a war came. 
Ihe odds are .still on the side of 
peace.

Labor Situation In New York

“Go get your dirty silver,” the 
union officials 
shouted

Hartley Act and Congressman H art­ 
ley. Squads of police were called 
to control the milling spectators 
and sympathizers in the corridors 
outside the hearing room. Vociferous 
supporters of the leftists demanded 
to be admitted to the hearing room.

LONDON (ZP)—The great number 
of churches standing dusty and un­ 
used all over England in "scandal­ 
ous,” says the Bishop of Norwich. 
Dr. P. M. Herbert. 
At his instigation the assembly 
of the Church of England—com­ 
prising laity as well as church ofTi- 
c.als—has established an investigat­ 
ing committee to see what can be 
done with them 
“Tile church is coming into dis­ 
repute because this problem is not 
being tackled.” the bishop told the 
assembly. 'At present there is no 
power by which a consecrated build­ 
ing can be sold or leased. Neither 
are there any satisfactory powers 
with regard to deconsecration of 
the site." 
Bishop Herbert made no estimate 
of the total number of unused 
churches but cited examples. In 
his diocese, he said, there were 
three parish churches within a 
quarter of a mile of each other in 
an area with only 250 population. 
In Norwich itself, there are 36 
churches for a population of 60.000.

election* that followed. 
The city attorney pointed out in 
the letter that it is not known 
the present time as to the amount 
of additional funds that will be 
needed to build the pool but that 
in all probability such funds would 
be obtained by incurring bonded 
indebtedness. 
Two Bonding Method* 
He outlined the two methods of 
I n c u r r i n g bonded indebtedness 
available to West Virginia munici­ 
palities: 
(I* 
General 
Obligation 
Bond financing, and (21 Revenue 
Bond financing. 
Hie former, he 
stated, is liquidated by a tax levy 
provided for that purpose, adding 
that Keyser is now using its maxi­ 
mum allowed levy in liquidating the 
General Obligation Water Improve­ 
ment Issue of 1924 and the recent 
Fire Hall Issues. The letter stated 
further that it will be almost im­ 
possible to provide another General 
Obligation issue for the city until 
1951 due to the outstanding issues. 
In view of the above. Attorney 
Swadley stated that the only al­ 
ternative, at the present time, would 
be Revenue Bond financing, such 
an issue being liquidated through 
the revenues received from the op­ 
eration of the pool itself. That type 
of financing, he pointed out. de­ 
mands a very careful, minute study 
of the project’s operation in order 
that the city could be assured that 
the revenues would be sufficient to 
meet the fixed operating costs as 
well as liquidate the bond issue.

Catherm an explained the work­ 
ings of the “Toledo Plan,” u nder 
which an 18-man committee, with 
six representatives each from lab or, 
m anagement and the pu b lic, holds 
rou ndtab le discu ssions with b oth 
Bides in indu strial dispu tes to aid 
In finding a workab le solu tion. 
The plan, first started b y an in­ 
dependent committee in Toledo in 
1935, worked so su ccessfu lly in its 
first year that the city t<x>k over 
the project b y ordinance. 
Secreta ry Key Ma n 
Key m an In su ch an indu strial 
peace plan. Catherm an explained, is 
the committee’s execu tive secretary. 
In Toledo's case, the execu tive se- 
eretary is paid $7,700 annu ally. 
He estimated tha t if su ch a pro­ 
gram is estab lished in Cu mb erland, 
the cost of employing a secretary 
trained in lab or-indu stry relations, 
and m aintenance of an office, might 
ru n b etween $5,000 and $10,000. 
H. W. Smith, m anager of the 
Cu mb erland Chju nb er of Commerce, 
pointed ou t that the United States 
Conciliation Service has reached a 
more efficient point at present than 
In the das’s when the Toledo Plan 
was 
first 
developed, 
and 
asked 
whether a local committee wou ld b e 
necfsssaiy, 
Catherm an replied that a local 
committee m ight l>e helpfu l in em ­ 
ergency cases where prompt action 
m ight avert a strike. The .same fac­ 
tor cou ld also apply to indu stries 
already having grievance or nego­ 
tiating commltteejs of their own, he 
added. 
In some cities, he said, the indu s­ 
trial peace committee does not wait 
for an open indu strial dispu te b u t 
goes into action immediately u pon 
the first indications of su ch a dis­ 
pu te. 
Catherm an emphasized that there 
Is no compu lsion in the peace plan 
with the committee set u p only to 
\yi of assistance If it Is called u pon 
b y lab or or m anagement or b oth. 
To ledo Record Go o d 
In Toledo, which was known as 
ha^dng very poor lalxjr-management 
relation« . 60 to 7b dispu l-es were 
aettled In the first yrnr of oiwcji- 
tiiin, with » 11 mtlnmlr« ! lOO.OtM) tu att 
hou r» of produ ction » » ved b y avert­ 
ing « trikes. 
After the committee Is well es­ 
tab lished in the mediation field, 
C atherm an said, in m any cases it 
also enters u pon a program of 
lab or-managem ent edu cation, com­ 
piling m aterial on methods u sed in 
settling all types of dispu tes, and 
ob taining information on technolo­ 
gical improvements in indu stry for 
b etter condition* of employment. 
In Toledo, a program of foru ms 
on lab or and management prob lem.s 
was started several months ago, 
and the discu ssions are reaching 
Into the high schools, with speakers 
discu ssing su ch prob lems a t school 
assemb lies.
